GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of Private John Coyle, Hospital Corps, recently 
tried at Ft. Keogh for theft, the reviewing authority, Gen. 
Merritt, says: “The court was reopened after having ar- 
rived at its findings, and the judge advocate offered in evi- 
dence five records of previous convictions which had been 
referred by the convening autherity to the judge advocate 
for that purpose; thereupon the 1 for defi ob- 
jected to their consideration upon constitutional and other 

rounds. The court overruled these objections and the 

udge advocate then read the evidence in question. The de- 
fence now desired to introduce evidence to attack the au- 
thenticated copies of previous convictions ‘as to their suffi- 
ciency, authenticity, and inference.’ The conrt refused to 
perwit this, saying: * the court decides that the evidence of 
previous convictions having been cunsidered by the au- 
thority convening the court to be prover and sufficient, de- 
clines to receive any evidence in regard to them.’ The coun- 
sel again urged to be permitted to show ‘in what way 
these evidences are incorrect and incompetent and untrue,’ 
and desired to put in evidence the summary court record 
book itself, but the court adhered to its decision as above. 
This was erroneous. The defence shouid have been allowed 
to submit its evidence. Authenticated copies of previous 
convictions are simply evidence tending to prove that such 
convictions really took place. And they are sufficient proof 
in the absence of objection, or even in the face of objec- 
tions, which do not challenge their correctness as true 
copies of the original entries. But they are not conclusive 
proof so as to preclude the defence from inquiring into 
their genuineness or their truthfulness. If this were other- 
wise, a forged or materially incorrect copy would be as 
effectual as a genuine or wholly true one, and the punish- 
ment of the accused thereby unjustly increased. The court

She will be detached from the North Atlantic 
Squadron when the fleet arrives at Norfolk and will 
be fitted out. She is to be ready to sail for the 
South Atlantic by Aug.1. Rear Admiral Benham, 
who is now on waiting orders at Brooklyn, N. Y., 
will hoist his flag upon her the latter part of the 
month. 

THE pilot chart of tbe North Atlantic Ocean for 
the month of June, 1892, published at the Hydro- 
graphic Office, U.S. Navy Department, among its 
subjects of interest contains the Bermuda hurri- 
cane of Sept. 20-22, 1891; brief discussion of a few 
hurricane reports; storm in the North Atlantic; 
weather forecast for June; ice reports, etc.; and a 
special supplement relative to the use of oil to pre- 
vent heavy seas from breaking on board vessels.

Tue Bureau of Steam Engineering has prepared a 
new set of allowance tables of stores, outfits and ma- 
terials under its cognizance for the ships of the 
Navy, and a notable departure has been made in 
the classification, horse power being the guiding 
principle involved. The vessels of the Navy are di- 
vided into four classes according to L. H. P., run- 
ning from 15,000 to 3,000. ‘hese tables are arranged 
under the two heads of “‘ Perishable’ and “ Imper- 
ishable,” and alphabetically thrvughout. The al- 
lowance for each class is bound in sepurate form, 
and will be issued at once. 
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Tue French are transforming Biserta into one of 
the most important harbors in the Mediterranean. 


Commo. FOLGER, who recently visited Detroit to 
examine the Baker submarine boat, says the inven- 
tion is quite a promising one—the best he has ~~ 
heard of—but requires further development to be- 
come of practical use.

THE VALUE OF TORPEDO BOATS. 

IT has been the fortune of the torpedo boat to find 
naval opinion about its possibilities strangely fluc- 
tuating. When it first definitely appeared on the 
scene, there was almost a panic over the fate of 
armor-clada, which it was to vanquish by its peculiar 
fighting tactics of hitting a tremendous blow below 
the belt. The invention of rapid fire guns, electric 
search lights and crinoline nets palpably allayed 
the alarm, and even produced a reaction akin to 
contempt for torpedo boats. This latter stage in 
the development of torpedo and anti-torpedo war- 
fare came about while we of the United States were 
building up a new Navy, and led to a disregard of 
these appliances. But now, it would appear, there 


ge | is another swing of the pendulum towards appre- 


ciation of the boats ; and it comes in good time for 
our own urgent needs in this particular. It may 
fairly be hoped that after the Senate’s amendments 
to the pending Naval Appropriation Bill, a few tor- 
pedo boats will be authorized by Congress at the 
present session. And public attention to the em- 
ployment of projectiles loaded with masses of high 
explosives, moving beneath the surface to the at- 
tack of armor-clads, has further been stimulated of 
late by the pending trials of the Destroyer’s sub- 
marine gun, whose missile is really a projectile 
torpedo. 

An interesting contribution to this subject is fur- 
nished by the account given in Engineering of the 
recent discussion at the Royal United Service In- 
stitution of a paper by Mr. Laird Close on the value 
of torpedo boats. It appears that ‘‘of all the officers 
who spoke, not one expressed a hostile view, and even 
Admiral Colomb had a good word to say for them.” 
One point brought out in the debate was that dash 
and daring should be the foremost elements in tor- 
pedo boat warfare. ‘‘ Torpedo boat attacks must 
always be of the nature of the forlorn hope.” 
A battleship costing three or four millions of dollars 
cannot be hastily put into a risky position without 
a definite gain in prospect, but the loss of a torpedo 
boat is trifling and she also carries a small crew. 
Besides, with such odds in other respects against 
her, the only hope of the little craft is in dash even 
to the point of recklessness. Her time of action 
is short and she must make the moat of it. 

“We wonder,” says Engineering, ‘‘ who would 
have been bold enough to forecast a successful 
issue to the heroic Oushing’s expedition if one tithe 
of the obstacles he had to overcome could have 
been foreseen. Yet Oushing carried out his project 
in face of all but overwhelming obstacles, and, 
stranger still, escaped with his life. He succeeded 
simply in virtue of the very qualities which those who 
theorize on these matters almost always neglect.” 
Lieuts. Sturdee and Bacon, of the Vernon, declared 
in the debate that torpedo boat officers should 
never be taught to be cautious in attack. They 
must go straight for their object, never thinking of 
the safety of their vessels or how they are to es- 
cape after the blow has been struck. For this 
reason young Officers are required to take command 
of torpedo boats; those who have not reached an 
age of which reflection and the weighing of chances 
are characteristic. They also objected to Mr. 
Olose’s proposal that torpedo boats should act in 
sets of three, with a divisional boat of larger size 
to look after them. They would have all question 
of looking after the safety of torpedo boats aban- 
doned, each craft independent in action, and the 
one idea paramount of firing all the torpedoes at 
the enemy’s vessels. Admiral Long said that tor 
pedo boats should be like hornets, and go about in 
all directions, while Sir G. Hornby declared that he 
would give no instructions at all to his torpedo 
boats, but leave everything to the initiative of the 
young officers commanding them. 

Daring the discussion references were made to 
the continual improvement of torpedoes. At first, 
says the account, they were of comparatively little 
value, but now we have torpedoes with an effective 
range of 600 yards, and a speed of 31 or 82 knots; 
and it is considered by many who best understand 
the subject, a safe forecast to say it will reach 40 
knots. The greater certainty and accuracy -of the 
weapon is, however, the most important advance 
that has been made. We no longer hear of tor- 
pedoes turning sharp roand and charging the very 





craft from which they have .just been launched. 
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Mr. Thornycroft said that it would require a very 
simple mechanical device to enable a torpedo to be 
rendered innocuous after it had sped a certain dis- 
tance, and, as a matter of fact, this is provided, as 
the Whitehead can be made to sink to the bottom, 
if required, after a given number of revolutions of 
the propellers have been made. This is a point apt 
to be forgotten, because, very naturally, the sink- 
ing arrangement is not brought into play during 
peace manoeuvres, as torpedoes are too costly to be 
allowed to go to the bottom, and it is a regulation 
of naval manoeuvres that torpedo boats shall re- 
cover their torpedoes after firing. 

Mr. Thornycroft also spoke of one of his boats 
which made a voyage of 6,000 miles, and then, 
without any special preparation, ran a trial on 
which a speed of 22 knots was obtained, the maxi- 
mum speed of the vessel being 25 knots. Captain 
May reminded the meeting that 99 per cent. of the 
fleet actions recorded in history have taken place 
within 100 miles of the land. He would have both 
the blockaded harbor and the blockading fleet sup- 
plied with torpedo boats, and also rely on these 
craft to fight each other. The whole debate was 
directed towards showing the uses which might be 
expected of these little craft. Since nations like 
England, France and Germany have an average of 
about 200 torpedo boats each, it is time that our 
Navy should look to its own provisions for torpedo 
and submarine warfare. 








In furtherance of his purpose te increase the 
scope of the Military Intelligence Office Secretary 
Eikins has just authorized two additional details 
for foreign service. The young officers getting these 
desirable billets are ist Lieut. Robt. K. Evans, 12th 
Inf., now at Fort Leavenworth, and 2d Lieut. 
Floyd W. Harris, 4th Cay., one of the instructors at 
West Point. The former will be assigned to the 
Legation at Berlin, relieving Capt. T. A. Bingham, 
who is to be transferred to Rome. Lieut. Harris 
will take station at Brussels. The other military 
attaches abroad are Oapt. J. O. Post, Enagrs., at 
London; Oapt. H.D. Borup, Ordnance Dept., at 
Paris; Capt. O. L. Hein, ist Cav., at Vienna, and 
Lieut. H. T. Allen, 2d Oay., at St. Petersburg. All 
of these officers will remain abroad until the close 
of the present Administration. These are all the 
foreign details that will be made at present, but, as 
previously intimated in the JOURNAL, a number of 
young officers will be selected for duty in tbe Intel- 
ligence Office at Washington at an early date. The 
question of additional office space continues to be 
the most serious obstacle in the way of enlarging 
the functions of the office according to the plans re- 
cently outlined by Secretary Eikins. Oongress has 
not yet acted on the proposition for the removal of 
certain adjutants of the Quartermaster and Pay 
Departments to other buildings outside of the War 
Department, and until this is done the expansion 
will necessarily be slow. An effort will be made to 
secure the necessary legislation for the hire of addi- 
tional quarters when the legislative bill reaches the 
Senate. Pending action on this proposition Ool. 
Williams and Maj. MacArthur, Jr., are formulating 
their plans for putting into successful operation the 
comprehensive scheme contemplated by the Secre- 


tary. 


Tue Senate has appointed Messrs. Hale, Allison 
and Gorman and the House Messrs. Herbert, Elliot 
and Boutelle as conferees on the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill. These gentlemen are all friendly to the 
new Navy, and it is to be hoped will deal hberally 
witb the question of ships, which is the main one of 
dispute between the two houses. No one expects 
that the House will approve to its full extent the 
amendment of the Senate adding a dozen new ves- 
sels, counting in the torpedo boats, but we believe 
that the sentiment in favor of the new Navy 1s 
sufficiently strong in the House to insure an appro- 
priation for half that number, and we earnestly 
hope that the Honse conferees will favor such a 
compromise and give the House opportunity to vote 
uponit. The absence of several of the conferees 
will prevent further action on the bill before next 
week, 











WE bave received from W.Thornton Parker, M.D., 
Recorder Association Acting Assistant Surgeons, 
U. 8. A., au address to the Grand Armyof the Re- 
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public, asking recognition for their body. In con- 
cluding it Dr. Parker says: “It isevident from the 
above records that the acting assistant surgeons 
bave done everything in their power to obtain rea- 
sonable and honorable recognition from the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The assertion that acting 
assistant surgeons have not received honorable dis- 
charge is a statement which can be easily disproved. 
The termination of honorable service is the same 
whether through the agency of the company, 
regimental, brigade, division, corps com- 
mander, General of the Army, the Secretary of 
War, or President of the United States, the Oom- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy. The act- 
ing assistant surgeons have always received honor- 
able discharges. [tis unfair and ungenerous in the 
G. A. R. to make this an excuse for ignoring all off- 
cial correspondence from the A. A. A.8., and for 
withholding the rights which the acting assistant 
surgeons have so honorably won.” 








THe address made by John A. McCall, President 
of the New York Life lnsurance Company, before 
the convention of Canadian Agents at Montreal, 
gives further proof of the progress of Canada to- 
ward practical annexation to the United States. 
Fourteen American companies, it appears, are do 
ing business in Canada to twelve Canadian com- 
panies and fifteen British companies, and the Ame- 
ricans received in premiums more than three times 
as much as the British companies and three- quarters 
as much as the home companies, the New York lead- 
ing its Awerican competitors and being second only 
to the Canadian Lifein the list of forty-one com- 
panies. Mr. McCali presents an interesting state- 
ment of the total business of life insurance in the 
United States, recording a business of nearly four 
thousand millions of dollars, representing fourteen 
hundred thousand policies in full. This shows how 
great a weight of responsibility is imposed upon 
those controlling the fortunes of so many families, 
and gives corresponding emphasis te Mr. McCall’s 
declaration of sound principles for the conduct of 
the business of insuring for the“widow and the 
orpban. In what he says concerning “hired de- 
fenders” he will have the sympathy of all represen - 
tatives of an honorable press, and the less he has to 
do with any other the better for him and his com- 
pany. Weare glad to hear him say that “ the days 
of extravagant commissions, bonuses, and guaran- 
tees have passed away, so far as the New York Life 
is concerned.” 








Tue first article in the May issue of the Jour- 
nal of the Society of Naval Engineers is by P. A. 
Engr. Webster on “Data and Performance of the 
Screw Propellers of the U.S. Navy.’’ This gives 
complete descriptions and drawings of all the pro- 
pellers on our new ships with full data of the trial 
performances. It contains an unusual amount of 
valuable data. Asst.-Engr. Leonard contributes an 
interesting article on casting a cylinder, with excel- 
lent illustrations, and Passed Assistant Engineer 
Worthington bas translated from the Italian an 
article “by Chief Engineer Solani, of the 
Italian Navy, on “Comparison of Methods of 
Transmitting Power to the Auxiliary Machinery 
on Board Ship.” This lastisan exceedingly timely 
and valuable article and contains data which will 
be of use to all who have to confront the prob- 
lem of reducing weights on boardship. P. A. Engr. 
McFarland, one of the officers who prepared the 
engineering sections of the Frye bill, submits some 
remarks in explanation of the object of the bill, 
and the sections which he helped to prepare are 
given at length and criticism invited. The valuable 
paper of Mr. A. F. Yarrow, which was read before 
the Institute of Naval Architects recently, is re- 
printed with diagrams. This is of the greatest in- 
terest to all marine engineers. The notes and data 
relative to war vessels and merchant steamers are 
full of interest and complete a number of which the 
society may well be proud. 








Tue detachment of Capc. William Whitehead, 
U.S. N., from the command of the Baltimore after 
only two months service has caused a good deal of 
gossip in naval circles. The officials when asked for 
an explanation did not care to state officially what 
prompted the action. However, it hasalready been 
stated in the public press, that the department had 
received complaints from ports where the ship 
passed on her way to the Astoria celebration; that 
the people did not have opportunities such as they 
desired for seeing her. But the trouble, according 
to one despatch, came to a head when Oapt. White- 
head telegraphed to the department protesting 
against the detachment from his vessel of the cbief 
engineer. The Secretary then detached Captain 
Whitehead fromm the ship and placed him on wait- 
ing orders. It is hardly necessary to say that the 
action of the department on the one hand or of the 
officer on the other can only be properly judged of 





after some explicit and official statement of facts. 
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THE preparations at Scranton, Pa., for the reunion 
on Wednesday and Thursday of next week of the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac are now com- 
plete,and asuccessful occasion may be predicted. 
Scranton has been by no means niggardly in its ar- 
rangements, and will give the veterans a cordial 
welcome. Nor are the ladies forgotten, for on 
Wednesday the ladies of Scranton will tender a re- 
ception to the ladies accompanying members, at the 
rooms of the Y. M. C. A.

RECENT DEATHS. 


A DESPATCH from San Antonio reports that on 
the night of June 2, let Lieut. Wilbur Loveridge, 34 
U. 8. Artillery, shet himself through the bead in bis 
quarters at Fort Sam Houston. He was unmarried 
and had been living very much to himself. Lieut. 
Loveridge was from Rochester. His brother, Lieuts 
RE. L. Loveridge, 11th Infantry, is at Fort Niagara. 
There is no doubt, says the despatch, that the act 
was intentional. The lieutenant’s bank book was 
found, showing that he had deposited over $100 in 
the Lockwood National Bank of San Antonio. 
He had written in the inside of the back the follow- 
ing: ’ 


Fort Sam Houston, May —. To assist in planting me, 
Any one is authvrized to fill up this check. 


He had drawn a blank check and carefully marked 
out the word “bearer,” substituting “ order.” 
Lieut. Loveridge was 32 years old. He joined Bar- 
bank’s light battery April 1, and was liked by al), 
He had been drinking heavily for three days and 
was confined to his quarters under arrest. The de- 
ceased officer graduated from the Military Aca- 
demy in 1880—appointed 2d lieutenant and promoted 
ist lieutenant May 7, 1887. He was a good officer, 
but somewhat erratic in his babits. 


From Camp near Carrazo Mountains, Arizona, 
Capt. E. J. McClernand, 2d Cav., writes as follows: 


*In the issue of the Journat of May 14, I observe a 
short notice of the death of Capt. Gustavus O. 
Doane, 24 Cav. As an old and intimate friend of 
the deceased 1 desire to express the grief which 
such an announcement will bring to those whose 
rivilege it was to have been clusely associated with 
im, and who were in position to properly appre- 
olate his kindliness of manner and great generosi 
Capt. Doane entered the volunteer service a+-a 
member of the ‘California Hundred.” He was a 
private and sergeant in the 2d Massachusetts Oay: 
alry from October, 1862, to March, 1964, and after- 
wards a lieutenant in the Mississippi Marine Brie- 
ade until honorably mustered out in January, 1865. 
In 1868 be was appointed 21 lientenant in the 2d 
U. 8. Cavalry, and was promoted ist lieutenant in 
1871, and captain in 1884. His service in the 2d Uav- 
alry was honorable alike to himself and to the regi- 
ment. During the long years of toil and strife 
in the contest against the Sioux along the lower 
Yellowstone and its tributaries, Doane rendered 
conspicuous and valuable services. As chief of the 
Crow scouts, sometimes at the bead of the greater 
part of the tribe, be repeatedly scoured the —— 
between the Clark’s Fork Mountains and the Bear 
Paw,and exposure in the bitter cold weather of 
Montana winters is believed te have undermined 
bis naturally strong constitution. He enacted an 
important part in Baker’s very successful cam- 
paigo against the Piegans in 1870, and was present 
with the same officer on the Yellowstone when he 
with 400 men, repulsed an attack made by 1,200 
Sioux and Cheyenne Indians, August 14, 1872. Capt. 
Doane was a member of the first party to expiere 
what is now kuown as the Yellowstone National 
Park, and submitted a very comprehensive report 
upon its wonders, and as a member of the Howgate 
Expedition be served his country in the far North. 
Toe difficulty of transporting Reno’s wounded from 
Custer’s battlefield to the steamboat on the Big 
Horn was solved by Doane, who coastructed very 
comfortable mule litters. His services in tne De- 
partments of the Platte Dakota and Arizona were 
extensive,and his long association with the red man 
enabled him to judge his character and intentions 
with wonderful precision. He was not only 
in writing,but eloquent in speaking, aa acoomplish- 
ment rarely fouod among military men. As 
a soldier he was brave and iutelligent, while as a 
friend he was as kind and gentle as a woman, and 
thus itis that the 2d Cavairy must mourn the loss 
of one who for a quarter of acentury has made 
mucb of its honorable history.” 


Commovore Wa. W. Hunter, who died at New 
Orleans, La., June 4, aged 90, entered the U.S. Navy 
asa midshipman May 1, 1822. During the Mexican 
war he captured Alvarado and was thereafur 
known as “ Alvarado” Hunter. (‘omar. Hunter re; 
signed from the eas Bene April, 1861, and was made 
a commodore in the Confederate Navy, but bad no 
opportunity to distinguish himself. Since the war 
he bas resided in New Orleans and has held several 
important State offices. He was universally esteem- 





ed and venerated by the people of Louisiana, Born

in Pennsylvania in 1808. he received his first ap- 
pointment in the Navy May 1, 1822, from the hands 
of President Monroe. Had he not sided with the

Navy, excepting Rear-Adwiral Selfridge, who 
is four years his senior, Rear-Admiral Lee next on 
the list, being his junior by three years. It is re- 
lated of the commodore that when the war broke 
out he was at sea in command of a United States 
man-of-war. Scorning the proposition to turn his 
vessel over to the Confederacy, he sailed ber into 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard, placed her in the hands 
of the proper officials; obtained a receipt for 
the Government property which had been in bis 
charge, tendered his resignation to the Federal 
Government, and then went into the Confederacy 
bray * sought and accepted service on the side of 
e South. 








AN opinior of interest to the assistant engineers, 
who were dropped from the classes of 1883 and 1884 
and restored in 18386 by act of Congress, will be 
handed down by the Court of Claims on Monday 
next. The opinion will be rendered in the cases of 
Assistant Engineers McAlpine and McAllister, re- 
presenting the two classes who claim the difference 
between the pay of cadet engineer and assistant 
engineer for the time they were erroneously held to 
be out of the Service.

This is 
the young officer who has been missing from his 
post at Fort Douglas since last March, and against 
whom charges of duplicating his pay account are 
pending. He was absent three months on June 5. 
An order will be usued dropping him from the rolls 
as a deserter in a few days. 








Ir is understood that the President has decided to 
appoint Robt. Sewell, son of ex-Senator Sewell of 
N. J., a 2d lieutenant in the Army. He will beas_ 
signed to the vacancy in the 20th Inf., which existed 
prior to July | last and is still unfilled. He may be 
transferred to the cavalry arm later. Mr. Sewell was 
included in the first list of civilian candidates de- 
signed by Mr. Proctor last autumn, but did not ap- 
pear for examination on account of absence from 
the country. He will be appointed now without ex- 
amination, the same as Gen. Schofield’s son was a 
few years ago.

A year’s ex- 
perience in the office as assistant andja good portion 
of the time in charge has made him fully acquainted 
with the entire routine of this important branch of 
the Navy Department. His legal attainments are 
conspicuous, and it has not takena good lawyer 
like Mr. Tracy long to find that out. The vacaney 
occurred on June 4. Secretary Tracy returned to 
Washington on the 8th and Lieut. Lemly’s apppoint- 
ment was determined upon the same day. Lieut. 
Lemly is so well known to the Service through his 
connection with all the important Courts-martial 
and Courts of Inquiry of recent yetrs that a review 
of his record is entirely unnecessary. His appoint- 
ment carries with it the rank and pay of captain—a 
promotion he weil deserves. 








Our account of the parade of the regulars in New 
York, on Decoration Day was almost another case 
of the proverbial Hamlet with the Prince’s part 
out. The Engineer Battalion should have been es- 
pecially spoken of, as it made a really magnificent 
display; but our reporter seems not to have distin- 
guished it from the foot artillery. We desire to 
say that the larger part of the regular forces in the 
parade was made up of the Engineer Battalion; and 
another interesting factis that all the men and 
officers of this battalion were out together for the 
first time since the war, Capt. Derby’s Company E, 
from West Point having joined the main body at 
59th street. 

The force, divided into ten companies, of 35 en- 
listed men each, under Capt. Clinton B. Sears, 
marched down Fifth avenue, filling the street from 
curb to curb, and a finer body of soldiers has not 
travelled that road for manyaday.

THE SUBMARINE GUN. 


SEVERAL additional shots have been fired with this 
weapon since our last report. A record of the first 
ten shots shows that they would bit a vessel draw- 
ing 22 ft. below the water line ata distance of 100 
ft.; nine shots would have been effective on the 
same vessel below the water line at 200 ft., four shots 
wouid have been effective at 300 ft., three shots at 
400 ft., and two shots at 500 ft. 

The eleventh shot was fired, like the others, at six 
nets, stretched 100 ft. apart across the deck slip. 
The nets were 40 ft. long and sunk to a depth of 20 
ft. each. The pg men is the same as has been used 
before, being 26 ft. long and weighing 1,500 pounds. 
It was fired 7 ft. below the surface,and did not 
emerge from the water within the distance of 600 ft. 
No time was taken to show the velecity of the pro- 
jectile, the speciai point being to see if it was possi- 
ble to keep it well under water forany considerable 
distance. The eourse, depth and range of the pro- 
jectile were as follows shown by tho nets through 
which it passed: One hundred feet, depth 7 ft., 2 ft. 
to right of centre; 200 ft., depth 7 ft., 4 ft. to right of 
centre; 300 ft., depth 6 ft.,4 ft. torightof centre; 
400 ft., depth 5 ft., and 12 ft. to right of centre. The 
projectile was then deflected still further to the 
right, missing botb the nets at 500 and 600 ft., and 
came to the surface as it passed the 600 ft. stake. 

In the thirteenth shot the projectile went through 
every net except one, but that one had sagged, and 
its top was a foot under water. The course, depth 
and range of the projectile were as follows shown 
by the holes it madeinthe nets through which it 
passed: First net, 7 ft. deep and 2 ft. to the right of 
the centre; second, 4 ft. deep and 1 ft. to the right; 
third, over the net which sagged a foot; fourth, 3 ft. 
deep and 1 ft. to the right; fifth, 3 ft. deep and 1 ft. 
to the right; sixth, 11 ft. deep and 1 ft. to the left.

A CREDITABLE DRILL. 


THE annual competitive drill of the High School 
cadets of Washington on Friday evening, June 3, 
was a Very creditable affair. The National Theat 
which was e ed for the occasion, was crowd 
from pit to dome with the friends and relatives of 
the cadets, the boxes being largely occupied by 

rominent officials in Washington, including the 

mmissioners of the District of Columb, Brig.- 
Gen. Ordway and staff of the District Militia, and 
several members of the Cabinet. The judges were 
Capt. E. 8S. Godfrey, 7th Cav.; Ist Lieut. John T. 
French, Jr., 4th Art., and Ist Lieut. John A. Da- 
pray, 23d Inf. 

The six companies marched upon the stage by 
the right flank, euch captain giving the command 
for changing direction by the left flank and halting 
his compsny within a few paces of the foot-lights. 
This movement showed how well the boys had been 
drilled under the supervision of Capt. Burton Ross, 
a well known tactician and drill master in the Dis- 
trict Militia, whose company has long been amon 
the prominent military organizations of the Uni 
States. Each company of cadets being halted upon 
the stage, presented arms to the audience, after 
which came the manual of arms, in open rank, 
under the new Drill Regulations. The perform- 
ance was excellent. In the change of direction by 
the left flank and halting, and without dressing ex- 
ecuting several movements in the manual, present- 
ing arms to the audience, the alignment of the men 
was remarkably good and showed careful prepara- 
tion. The firings both standing and kneeling were 
well executed. The judges had adopted a system 
of marking only the demerits or imperfections, and 
the uniformity of training and proficiency was 
shown by the fact that although the maximum of 
perfect marks was 920, the company that won the 
colors was but 4 points ahead of the second com- 
pany, and but 8 points ahead of the third. Theother 
three companies were not far behind. Another in- 
teresting fact is — although the judges were —* 
busily engaged at different parts of the stage, in 
several cases the markings of two of the judges tal- 
lied, and rarely were there more than a few points 
of difference in the totals of their respective score 
cards. Gen. Ordway and all others were highly 
pleased with the exhibition, and the District may 
well feel proud of their battalion of High School 
cadets, from whose ranks nine boys have already 
gone to the Military Academy at West Point.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


RIFLE PRACTICE, NEW YORK, AND THE N, R. A. 


THERE is considerable difference of opinion among 
the members of the New York Guard over the order 
recently issued by the General-I[nspector of Rifle 
Practice, Gen. Whitlock, which debars the National 
Rifle Association from giving State marksmans’ and 
sharpshooters’ qualification matches at Creedmoor, 
as it has been previously allowed to do for some 
years past. An officer thoroughly acquainted with 
rifle practice says: “*One fact has evidently been 
lost sight of by some disposed to criticise, and that 
is that under Gen. Whitlock’s supplementary prac- 
tice, members of the Guard can, on the specified 
days, practice all day long. They are vot confined 
to one or two atrings, but can get as much practice 
as time willallow. This chance toa beginner or a 
poor shot is invaluable. It affords him an opportun- 
ity to develop as a marksman free of expense other 
than transportation, which can be bought for 50c., 
under the same price us charged by the N. R. A. 
This plan is an eminently fair one, as it puts all men 
on an equality for practice. Under the auspices of 
the N. R. A. this opportunity for qualifying was 
limited, for the main part, to men of superior 
means, while large numbers of men of limited means 
were practically barred out from qualifying. There 
isne denying the fact that Gen. Whitlock’s plan, 
although cutting off a source of invome to the 
A A., is to the advantage of the National 
Guard.” 

The opinion of Gen. Whitlock “that all prizes 
donated by the State for competition among its Na- 
tional Guard should beshot for under State au- 
spices,” is also generally endorsed, although that is 
a matter that admits of more difference of opinion. 
“If the N. R. A. is allowed,” writes one National 
Guardsman, * to run these matches, the same per- 
mission must be granted to the 31 Brigade and the 
3ay View Rifle Association. In shooting for the 
State and brigade prizes each team had to pay an 
entrance fee to the N. R. A. of from $12 to $25. Un- 
der the auspices of the State no entrance fee wiil be 
charged in these matches.’’ It is alao asked by sup- 
porters of Gen. Whitlock, why members of the Na- 
tional Guard should be forced to pay to qualify as 
marksmen for a badge giveu by the State, “in order 
that the N. R. A. can runa fall meeting for the ben- 
efit of professional shots,’’ when by Gen. Whitlock’s 
plan they can practice free? 

While it is regretted that the N. R. A. should suf- 
fer by the new order, under the circumstances Gen. 
Whitlock, it is urged, cannot be held responsible for 
this. It is his duty to develop rifle practice in the 
National Guard to the best advantages, and this he 
is trying to do. Such are the arguments on that side 
of the question, and we believe in giving both sides. 

Gen. Whitlock’s regulations for practice on 
the several ranges are very concise and easily under- 
stood. Theplan of determining the percentage in 
volley firing is much superior to that of former 
years, while the targets for this practice, consisting 
of a row of life-size figures of soldiers, lithographed 
and pasted on a wooden backing, is a valuable inno- 
vation. A hit on any part of the figure will count 
one point. 

The percentage made of the posrsible aggregate 
score in this practice, viz.: Firing in ranks, added to 
the percentage present and practicing of the aggre- 
gate strength of the organization, lees commissioned 
officers, staff sergeants and musicians, on the day of 
practice, and the sum thereof divided by two, de- 
termines the figure of merit for the year. 





THE N. R. A. AND CREEDMOOR, 


A MEETING of the Board of Directors of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association of America was held on 
June?. The object of the meeting was to determine 
the course to be pursued | the Association in view 
of the action of the General Inspector of Ritie Prac- 
tice, 8. N. Y., in debarring the association from the 
holding of its established matches at Creedmoor 
during the shooting season, matches in which the 
members of the National Guard were privileged to 
count the scores made therein as qualifications for 
marksmen. 

The shutting off of these competitions, Gen. Win- 
gate said, would deprive the association of its sole 
source of income, and consequently render it impos 
sible to maintain its offices, or to hold the annual 
fall prize meeting, which had been a fixture since 
the institution of the range at Creedmoor in 1873. 
It was a question whether the association should re- 
ceive the consideration which was its due from the 
State of New York, or whether it should close its 
doors and go out of existence. It was further 
stated that the fall meeting had been run for years 
at a loss,and the only way in which the shortage 
had been made good and the association been en- 
abled to maintain its existence was through the 
profit derived from the matches which was held on 
Saturday afternoons throughout the shooting sea- 
son. A committee consisting of Major H.C. Broun, 
23d Regt.; Major E. Duffy, 69th Regt., and Capt. J. 
S. Shepherd, secretary, N. R. A., was appointed 
to wait on Gen. Whitlock and see what concessions 
he would be willing to make the N. R. A. 

Capt. Shepherd, in his remarks, said that Adjt.- 
Gen. Porter had assured him that he was favorable 
to the granting of such claims of the National Rifle 
Association as were approved by General Inspector 
of Rifle Practice Whitlock. Gen. Whitlock, added 
Capt. Shephard, was opposed to the idea of the 
members of the National Guard being permitted to 
qualify for the marksman’s badges in the matches 
of the asscviation. But this was a point which the 
association was willing to waive. What the associ- 
ation did want, however, was a privilege of holding 
a series of Saturday afternoon sharpshooters' 
matches, as has been done heretofore, but all the 
Saturdays in the shooting season had been pre- 
empted by the Department of Rifle Practice for 
the purpose of carrying out the “supplementary 
practice,” in which the members of the National 
Guard were to be permitted to shoot in the sharp- 
shooter class, without cost for ammunition or tar- 
get accommodation. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, in an informal 
discussion, it was stated that, if the resources of the 
association were to be cut off entirely by the action 
of the military authorities of the State of New York, 
there was but one recourse left to the association. 


It would have to give up the idea of Creedmoor in 





the future, and the plan then would be to take the 
Hilton Ty: Palma and other prizes and go one 
year to New Jersey, another to Massachusetts, ano- 
ther to some point in the West, and there hold the 
matches. Any and all of the localities indicated 
would welcome the opportunity.

BUFFALO, N. Y. 
JUNE 1, 1892. 

Tue feature of the Decoration Day e in Buffalo was 
the presence in the line of the 2ist U.S. Infantry and band. 
Three companies—A, C and E—came up from Niagara with 
the band and joined B and H, of Ft. Porter, In the absence 
of Gol. Jewett, the command devolved upon Maj. James W. 
Powell, Jr. It is believed that, with the exception of last 
Fourth ef July when the Society of the Army of the Poto- 
mac met here, this bad been the only occasion since the days 
of the war when so many as five companies of Regulars 
have been in Buffalo at one time. The officers of the 2ist 
who paraded, besides the major, are Capts. Stephen P. 
Jocelyo, F. H. E. Ebstein, Danie! Cornman, J. W. Duncan, 
C. A. Williams, and the Assistant Surgeon, William Stephen- 
son; Ist. Lieuts. S. E. Sparrow, Adjt.; Willson Y. Stamper and 
F. L. Palmer; 2d Lieuts. J. W. McAndrew, LaRoy 8, Upton, 
William M. Morrow and Ralph H. Van Deman. 

Gen. George Stoneman, the first colonel of the 2ist Infan- 
try, was one of the most distinguished of the s tors. 
Gen. Stoneman is brother of Mrs. Benjamin H. Williams, of 
Buffalo, whom be is visiting. Gen. Stoneman was born at 
Busti, Chautauqua County, 70 years ago, and during the 
_war was one of the famous cavairy leaders of the Army of 
the Potomac, afterwards serving under Sherman in the 
campaign against Atlanta, Ga.,and Asheville.N.C. He be- 
came colonel of the 2ist Infantry on July 28, 1866. Although 
retired on August 16, 1871, be really resigned on September 
15 of the following year. He was reappointed colonei of in- 
tantry on February 9 of last year to prepare for his retire- 
ment on the 24th of the same month according to a special 
uct of Congress passed on the 15th of the preceding De- 
cember. From 1583 to 1887 he was Governor of Calitornia 
as a Democrat. 

From the windows of Dr. Lucien Howe's house, at the 
corner of Delaware avenue and Huron street bueg two 
battle-flags. Ia the bloody massacre of the lava-beds in 
Oregon on April 26, 1873, bis brother, Lieut. Albion Howe, 
4th U.8. Art., was killed. His father, Col. Marshali 8. Howe, 
served through the war, dying in 1878,and his uncie, Gen. 
Albion P. Howe, still living, is a veteran of the Mexican and 
Civil Wars. 

After the parade was dismissed, the 2ist U.S. —* 
was escorted to Ft. Porter by the 65th N. G. 8. N. Y., Col. 
8. M. Welch, Jr.,and the Guardsmen gave a fine dress par- 
ade on the parade ground in front of officers’ row. Both 
the 65th and 74th, as well as the Regulars, presented an ex- 
cellent appearance in the parade. 

Among the aides of the marshal was Col. Rodney M. Tay- 
lor, U. 8. A., retired, of South Buffalo. 

In the evening, at the Tifft House, the 65th Regiment gave 
a banquet in honor of the 19th Battalion, of St. Catharine’s, 
Ont., severakof whose officers were the guests of the regi- 
ment forthe day.

OHIO. 


ApJt.-GEn. E, J. Pocock, under date of May 5, publishes 
tbe militia law — by tbe last General Assembiy. Among 
other things it rescribed that in times of peace the active 
militia shail co uf 102 companies of infantry, eight bat- 
teries of artillery, and two troops of ——: 

Each regiment of infantry shail consist of not more than 
twelve nor less than eight companies, and shall be formed 
into battalions of not less than three and not more than five 
companies each. A commander of a regiment may enlist a 
regimental band to consist of a leader and not more than 
twelve men for each battalion, and a hospital corps of not 
more than six men for each battalion. Each company shall 
consist of a captain, a Ist lieutenant, a 2d lieutenant, one Ist 
sergeant, four eight corporals, two musicians, an 
armorer, and not jess than 32 and not more than 56 privates. 

Each troop of cavairy shall consist of a captain, a Ist lieu- 
tenant, a 2d lieutenant, a chaplain and an assistant surzweon 
with rank of captain, one lst sergeant, four — eight 
corporals, two trumpeters, two farriers, two blacksmitns, 
a saddier, a wagg and not jess than 30 nor more than 80 
privates, and a non-commissioned staff consisting of a ser- 
geant-ma'ior, a quartermaster-sergeant, a comm ry-ser- 
geant, a color sergeant, veterinary sergeant, a hospital stew- 
ard, who may be enlisted as such. 

To conform with the provisions of the above, command- 
ants of companies who are now carryiog more men upon 
their rolls than are permitted, will at once proceed to re- 
duce their enlistments to the number authorized by law. 








CALIFORNIA, 


THE annual rifie practice is now being held under the 
rules prescrived in Blunt's Manual, as far as practicable, 
The distance for rifle is 200 yds.; the distance for carbine is 
175 yds.; the distance for pistol is 50 yds. Success in rifle 
firing, says Adjt.-Gen. Alien, being, ia so large a degree, de- 
pendent upun the interest taken in the subject, all officers 
should endeaver to awaken the enthusiasm and emulation 
of the men, and while encouraging the successful shots 
should be careful not to disheartea the less proficient, re- 
minding them tbat attention to instruction and t 
effort will ultimately be amply rewarded. A command in 
which all the men bave been brought to attain a fair degree 
of accuracy in rifie firing isof much greater importance 
than if only the ability of some few expert shots bas been 
developed and the instruction of the majority compara- 
tively neglected.

our officers and regiments prided themselves. 
DESCRIBING as an ideal soldier the Confederate 
General, Forrest, whose motto was to “ git there 
fustest with mostest men,” Lord Wolseley says: “A 
man who, from the poorest poverty, without any 
learning, and by sheer force of character alone, be— 
came a great fighting leader of fighting men—a man 
in whom ap — — military instimct and 
sound common sense supplied toa very large ex- 
tent his unfortunate want of military education.” 
Grn. HovuroPTKINE, who was formerly on Skob- 
eleff’s staff, believes that the bayonet is still to be of 
decisive importance on the field of battle. He vig- 
orously condemns the attempt made by some to in- 
culeate into the minds of soldiers thatit is their 
duty to dodge an enemy. The hiding process is de- 
moralizing, and an army trained on such principles 
is an army doomed to disaster. In the same way the 





he says, to demoralize also, “ as it militates against 
the esprit de corps which it should be the aim of all 
thinking soldiers to promote by every means in 
their power.” 

A FRENCHMAN who has been visiting Viadivostock 
thus describes the impression left upon his mind : 
“England and Russia must meet some day; they 
are in each other’s way in Asia. The Transcaspian 
Railway will place the Muscovite Army within a 
few days’ march of the northern frentier of India, 
while the port of Vladivostock, for which a special 
fleet of cruisers is to be constructed, will act as a 
check to Hong Kong by allowing the Russian flag 
to show itself freelyin the Yellow Sea. Work of 
every kind is being pushed forward with feverish 
activity in the new citadel. Fortifications, barracks 
for 10,000 men, arsenals for military and naval 
stores, military roads, etc., are being developed with 
unprecedented rapidity. Two large repairing docks 
are almost completed. The Viadivostock fleet is at 
present divided into two classes—the naval division 
and the Siberian fleet. The first consists of six large 
cruisers; the second, which is specially intrusted 
with the task of local defence, is entirely composed 
of gunboats and torpedo boats.”’
